Devote some time each day to care of the garden.

N own home garden, 
ow is the time to plan your garden. 



Make a list of all seed needed and order from some reli- 
able firm. 

Plant all the vegetables in rows as this makes cultivation 

easier. 

Rotate the crops so as to prevent having the same vege- 
tables on the same ground year after year. 

Since the garden furnishes such a large amount of food 
it should receive an enormous amount of fertilizer. Well 
rotted farm manure is preferable to commercial fertilizers. 

The plantings should be so arranged as to have a succes- 
sion of crops that will furnish fresh vegetables during the 
entire season. To do this to the best advantage a definite 
plan of the garden must be made before planting time. 
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
